President Signs 
Atom Energy Bill 


W ASHINGTON, Aug. 30 UP — 
President Eisenhower signed the 
atomic 
energy 
bill 
at a 
White 
House ceremony today, opening a 
new era of nuclear power develop­ 
ment. 
The President expressed confi­ 
dence the new law—modernization 
of the Atomic Energy Act of 1946, 
will 
strengthen 
the 
nation 
and 
"help us progress more rapidly to 
the time when this new source of 
energy will be wholly devoted to 
the constructive purposes of man.” 
Now private industry can enter 
the atomic energy field for the 
first lime while the government 
continues its program of basis re­ 
search and the building of experi­ 
mental reactors, or atomic fur­ 
naces. 
The legislation also gives the gov­ 
ernment authority to participate in 
a fuller exchange of nuclear se­ 
crets w'ith friendly nations under 
specified security safeguards. 
"This information includes data 
needed for training in the use of 
and defense against atomic weap­ 
ons and for evaluating the atomic 
capabilities 
of 
potential 
aggres­ 
sors,” the president said in his 
statement. 
"Agreements of this type with 
our allies will greatly strengthen 
our common defense and secur­ 
ity.”

Roosevelt 
wrote Mr. 
Dies un der date of 
August 17. 19 54 
Ex chan ge Of Letters 
“ I am q uite sure that my hus­ 
ban d n ever said. ‘It would be bad 
for the Democratic party to alien ­ 
ate elemen ts frien dly to commu­ 
n ism ’.’’ 
Mr, Dies replied in a letter to 
Mrs. Roosevelt dated August 19 : 
“ I

with Presiden t Roosevelt durin g 
hi., lifetime, an d what I stated in 
m y in terview is m erely a repeti­ 
tion of what I have been say in g 
for man y y ears, A more detailed 
accoun t of what I told the Presi­ 
den t an d what he told me .n ay be 
foun d in the speech which Con ­ 
gressm an Velde in serted (Septem­ 
ber 22. 19 501 in the Con gression al 
Record.” 
To this Mrs. Roosevelt, on Au­ 
gust 23. 19 54, an swered: 
"My husban d is dead an d I can ’t 
speak for him but I can easily see 
how he might, in the light of the 
day in which y ou were speakin g, 
have said what y ou say he said, 
without mean in g what y ou n pw 
imply he mean t.

Cites Retentio n Of Reds 
Mr. Dies called atten tion also to 
his earlier statem en t, n amely that 
he had submitted in 19 41 to the 
Roosevelt adm in istration a list of 
about 2,000 Commun ists on the 
federal 
pay roll, 
in cludin g 
Alger 
Hiss. H arry Dex ter White, Harold 
G lasser an d others, an d asked that 


they be discharged but that the 
2.000 remain ed for “ a little more 
than a decade before they fin ally 
were discharged.** 
In an other phase of the Roose- 
velt-Dies con troversy , the Tex as 
Con gressman , in his magazin e in ­ 
terview, said that Mrs, Roosevelt 
had in terven ed with him to get a 
“ clean bill of health” from the 
committee for Joseph Lash of tha 
American Youth Con gress, though 
he said she had told him that Mr. 
Lash had admitted to her havin g 
been a Commun ist. Mrs. Roosevelt, 
n otin g the q uotation in on e of these 
dispatches, said in her August 17 
letter to Mr. Dies: 
“ I n ever adm itted to y ou, be­ 
cause I could n ot have, sin ce Mr. 
Joseph Lash n ever admitted to me 
that he had been a Commun ist. 
I kn ew that in the y outh organ iza­ 
tion s he had been close to man y 
Commun ists an d he had helped me 
greatly to learn about Commun ist 
lin es of thought, an d that I might 
have told y ou, but Mr. Lash was 
n ever a m em ber of the Commun ist 
party .” 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt

that, so far as she kn ew, n o White

Pose An Enigma 


Some 
readers of the great 
Russian 
novelist 
Dostoyevsky 
have 
felt 
that 
his 
characters 
were 
incredible, inhuman. Others, concluding that he was 
describing Russians, have felt thankful that such 
characters do not exist in America. What will they 
say, then, about the four Brooklyn teenagers who, 
according to police, have confessed to a series of 
brutal heatings for no reason at all? 
Not all four participated in all the crimes. But 
one of their alleged victims died from blows, the 
body of another was found in a river, another has 
been in a hospital for a month. And all four were 
"good 
boys from "good ’ homes with ‘ kind" parents, 
without a shred of known motivation for their attacks 
on total strangers. 
I hree went to high school. The fourth was a 
bank clerk with some college training. 
None had 
police records. Three were well liked by the neigh­ 
bors, and the dislike felt for the fourth was just a 
"feeling’’ with no concrete reasons. None was par­ 
ticularly 
poor. 
Their 
victims, 
who 
were 
mostly 
vagrants, were not robbed. All four were intelligent, 
fond of reading and music. At least two were con­ 
sidered shy and gentle. 
Last month they were believed to have wrapped 
cotton around one man s leg and set fire to it. He is 
still in the hospital. Three of them are accused of 
beating a middle-aged vagrant to death on August 6. 
They beat up two elderly men they found on park 
benches. 
They horsewhipped two girls. 
Then they 
found a sleeping Negro on another, awakened him 
by applying lighted matches to his bare feet, beat 
him when he awoke and fought back, and finally 
dumped him. unconscious, into the East River. These 
are some of the crimes police say they have con­ 
fessed to. 
Here is a theme for a Dostoyevsky. A psychiatrist 
suggests that the boys were literally sadists. But this 
diagnosis provides a label instead of an explanation. 
Society has made considerable progress during the 
last 
generation 
in 
understanding 
youthful 
delin­ 
quency, but a case like this leaves it baffled.

band never said. ‘It would be bad 
for the Democratic party to alien­ 
ate elements friendly to commu­ 
nism ’." 
Mr. Dies replied in a letter to 
Mrs. Roosevelt dated August 19: 
“ I 
reported 
my 
conversation 
with President Roosevelt during 
hi- lifetime, and what I stated in 
my interview is merely a repeti­ 
tion of what I have been saying 
for many years. A more detailed 
account of what I told the Presi­ 
dent and what he told me .nay be 
found in the speech which Con­ 
gressm an Velde inserted (Septem­ 
ber 22. 1950) in the Congressional 
Record." 
To this Mrs. Roosevelt, on Au­ 
gust 23, 1954, answered: 
“ My husband is dead and I can't 
speak for him but I can easily see 
how he might, in the light of the 
day in which you were speaking, 
have said what you say he said, 
without meaning what you npw 
imply he meant. 
“ It is true there was no hysteria 
in those days and he may have 
felt there 
were a great many 
liberals who were in sympathy 
with certain Communist doctrines 
that he and many others might not

have wanted to antagonize. 
My 
husband knew what the trends 
were and the differences between 
what was developing in the Com­ 
m unist party then and some of the 
writings and tenets of the Commu­ 
nist party in the past. 
“ You seem to forget the change 
brought about under Lenin and 
Stalin and the change in attitude 
that has occurred here in conse­ 
quence" 
To this Representative Dies re­ 
plied in a statem ent yesterday as 
follows: 
“ I regard the last letter of Mrs. 
Roosevelt as a historic document. 
It shows the thinking and attitude 
of the Roosevelts with reference to 
Communists and Russia. 
It was 
this attitude thai was responsible 
for the tragic blunders at the Yalta 
and Potsdam conferences which 
brought about the emergence of 
Russia from a third-rate power to 
the status of a world menace.

think Mrs. Roosevelt’s letter needs 
no reply since it speaks for itself." 
Cites Retention Of Reds 
Mr. Dies called attention also to 
his earlier statem ent, namely that 
he had submitted in 1941 to the 
Roosevelt administration a list of 
about 2.000 Communists on the 
federal 
payroll, 
including 
Alger 
Hiss. Harry Dexter White, Harold 
Glasser and others, and asked that 


they be discharged but that the 
2,000 rem ained for “ a little more 
than a decade before they finally 
were discharged." 
In another phase of the Roose- 
velt-Dies controversy, the Texas 
Congressman, in his magazine in­ 
terview, said that Mrs. Roosevelt 
had intervened with him to get a 
"clean bill of health” from the 
committee for Joseph Lash of the 
American Youth Congress, though 
he said she had told him that Mr. 
Lash had admitted to her having 
been a Communist. Mrs. Roosevelt, 
noting the quotation in one of these 
dispatches, said in her August 17 
letter to Mr. Dies: 
“ I never adm itted to you, be­ 
cause I could not have, since Mr. 
Joseph Lash never admitted to me 
that he had been a Communist. 
I knew that in the youth organiza­ 
tions he had been close to many 
Communists and he had helped me 
greatly to learn about Communist 
lines of thought, and that I might 
have told you, but Mr. Lash was 
never a m em ber of the Communist 
party." 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt 
also 
declared 
that, so far as she knew, no White 
House influence—as Mr. Dies said 
he was advised by a local draft 
board—was used to hold up the 
drafting of Mr. Lash and that she 
felt he had a right to try to get a

Mr. Dies, in his August 19 letter 
to Mrs. Roosevelt, replied that “ it 
was not necessary for Joseph Lash 
to be a card-holding member of 
the Communist party of the United 
States to be a Communist." The 
Texas congressman then referred 
to testimony at a House committee 
hearing on January 21. 1942. Mr. 
Lash was asked: “ Were you ever, 
in any circles of the Young Com­ 
munist League, or in any circles 
of the Young Communist party, or 
otherwise treated in a manner in 
which they might presumably treat 
persons who were backing them 
and taking their instructions, but 
who. for strategic reasons, were 
not issued cards of m em bership?" 
To this question, Mr. Lash replied 
under oath: 
"Methods" Are Similar 
“ I worked very closely with them 
but I have always preserved my 
independence of judgm ent." 
At the same hearing that day, 
Mr. Lash made it clear that he 
had renounced his earlier beliefs 
as is shown in the following ex­ 
change: 
“ Chairman Dies: You are defi­ 
nitely convinced that you were 
wrong in being closely associated 
with the Communists during th-t 
period? 
“ Mr. Lash: Yes sir. 
"The Chairm an: 
There is no 
question in your mind but that was 
an error? 
“Mr. Lash: Yes sir." 
Mrs. Roosevelt, according to a 
letter which Mr. Dies has also 
m ade public, wrote to the House 
chairm an two days after that hear­ 
ing and said she was “ convinced of 
his <Mr. Lash’s) sincerity and I 
feel that continuing to pillory him 
in the public press has a bad effect 
upon the morale of our young 
people as a whole."

Cooper Against The Odds 


By Stewart Alsop 


LOUISVILLE. KY. 
There is one man who has almost 
as much at stake in the outcome 
of the election here as the candi­ 
dates themselves. 
This man is 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
The Republican candidate for the 
Senate, John Sherman Cooper, is 
very closely identified 
with 
the 
Eisenhower wing of the Republican 
party. 
He is one of the very few 
Republican candidates who is flat­ 
ly and unequivocally on the record 
against Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy. 
His defeat would thus be hailed 
with glee by the anti-Eisenhower 
underground 
in 
the 
Republican 
party—all the more so because the 
President 
has 
laid his prestige 
squarely on the line for Cooper. 
By the initiative of the White 
House, a parade of administrative 
bigwigs is to descend on Kentucky 
on Cooper’s behaJf—Vice President 
Nixon is expected, and so are such 
figures as Speaker of the House 
Joseph Martin, Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen, and Secretaries Weeks, Mc­ 
Kay and Thomas. The President 
himself may make a second "non­ 
political” foray to Kentucky, ae he 
has done once already. 
In any 
event, the bottomless coffers of the 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
will be open to Cooper, and every­ 
thing the administration can do to 
help him will be d^ne. 
Big Stakes 
The meaning of this public ad­ 
ministration commitment to Coop­ 
er is obvious. 
If Cooper wins, in 
this normally Democratic border 
state, it will be a great triumph 
for Eisenhower and the adminis­ 
tration, enough in itself to balance 
a number of setbacks elsewhere. 
But if Cooper loses, the adminis­ 
tration. and the President himself. 
will lose face painfully and even 
disastrously. 
In 
this 
political 
gamble, 
the 
Eisenhower administration has just 
one major asset — John Sherman 
Cooper. 
Cooper is a most un­ 
usual politician. 
In a state with 
a tradition for high-flown oratory 
stretching back to Henry Clay, 
Cooper tends to mumble on the 
speaker’s stand looking the while 
as though he were wishing devout­ 
ly he were almost anywhere else. 
This is also a state where re­ 
membering people’s n«wnes is con­ 
sidered the key to political suc­ 
cess — Cooper’s opponent, former 
Vice President Alben Barkley, has 
brought this to a fine art, while 
former Sen. “ Happy Chandler" has 
even gone to the trouble of me­ 
morizing the names of the voters’ 
livestock. 
Cooper constantly for­ 
gets names. 
He forgets to shake 


the hands of the voters whoa# 
names he forgets. 
He even foi^ 
gets to show up for speaking etv 
garm ents — which hardly seems 
calculated to endear him to the 
voters. 
Yet when Eisenhower lost Ken­ 
tucky in 1952 by the ridiculously 
tiny m argin of 700 votes, this same 
mumbling 
and forgetful 
Cooper 
romped home with a majority of 
almost 30,000. 
The Cooper magic 
appears to be a combination of 
personal charm, a genius for the 
small town "visitin’ " which plays 
an important part in Kentucky poli­ 
tics, evident sincerity, and a mid­ 
dle-of-the-road 
political 
position 
which attracts Kentucky’s remark­ 
ably high proportion of independent 
voters. 
Odds Against Him 
Yet, magic, and all, the smart 
money here is laying heavy odds 
against Cooper. 
Historically, Re­ 
publicans win here only under two 
conditions. 
Either the Democrat# 
get over-confident and put up a 
really 
reoulsive* candidate. 
Or 
the two Democratic factions (there 
have been two factions ever sin'*# 
the days of gold and silver Demo­ 
crats) fly at each other’s throats. 
This year the Democrats have 
in Alben Barkley a candidate who 
has never been beaten by a Re­ 
publican since he first began run­ 
ning for office half a century ago. 
Both Democratic factions are ell 
out for Barkley. 
This is by no means all. 
Un­ 
employment in this state is propor­ 
tionately higher than in any state 
in 
the 
union, 
and 
the 
miners 
especially are angry. 
The farm­ 
ers, who have had to contend with 
both a drought and falling farm 
prices, are angry (bo. 
There ar# 
numbers of aaigry right-wing Re­ 
publicans who would love to see 
the * new dealing" Cooper beaten. 
The influential “Louisville Courier 
Journal" is expected to support 
Barkley. 
All in all, Cooper has 
more troubles than Job. 
To be sure, as one astute news­ 
paperm an recalled: "In 1946. John 
Cooper mumbled over this state 
for six weeks, a*id nobody thought 
he had a prayer. 
A lot of people • 
had to eat crowd when he came 
in with a 50.000 m ajority." Perhaps 
the Cooper magic, combined with 
the President’s all-out support, will 
be enough to cause more crow- 
eating among the self-annointed 
experts. 
But at this early point 
in the campaign, this does not look 
like a good year to be a Repute 
lican in Kentucky, even such e 
Republican 
as 
John 
Sherman 
Cooper.

The jump by North effectively 
•hut East out of further activity, 
ainee W en was unable to over­ 
ran the 2-Spades at the neces­ 
sary level of three to show his 
hearts, though he w o u l d have 
been likely to bid 2-Hearts over a 
mere 1-Spade.

West will not sud­ 
denly barge into 5-Hearts. Wheth­ 
er doubled or not, South should 
make his contract, although he 
can play it badly and go down, If 
East bids 5-Clubs, South will dou­ 
ble and set the contract one or 
two tricks. 
“ Note that 
East-West h a v e 
been shut out of their good heart 
suit, at which they can m a k e 
eleven tricks." 
Mr. Jacoby would favor such a 
bid, even if South'! hand were 
appreciably 
stronger. 
Knowing 
that, the opponents, if they do 
buy the contract, can not be sure 
that most of the high cards are 
in his partner a hand They there­ 
fore don t g a i n the advantage 
which would accrue to them if 
such a bid were always on a weak 
hand, or always on a strong one. 
He advises it on either, when dis­ 
tributional and other f a c t o r s 
favor it.
